RACES has been very busy growing and 
getting the members = trained. Nowe 
numbering 21 and averaging around 12 
check-ins per week, with a high of 16, we are 
becoming a force to to be reckoned with. A 
new repeater. { new to us } has been 
acquired and this gives excellent coverage 
throughout the San Ramon ValleyI-680 
corridor. This is a RACES/ARES dedicated 
repeater and you are free to use it when 
travelling this route. Keep in mind it is an 
emergency repeater and should be used 
sparingly for other purposes. Our nets are 
now held on this machine and you wvill find 
it at 146.355 Mihz/plus split. Please do not 
tailpate, leave room after each cali for 
emergency transmissions. 

This group has participated in numerous 
bicycle races, events for the communities 
and is at present going into an SET for the 
San Ramon Valley School District. Also 
mapping has been done on 146, 220 and 440 
Mhz bands using simplex to give knowledse 
of what the communication difficulties are 
throughout this area of hilly terrain. Three 
antennas are mounted on the Fire House in 
Danville which is designated as the primary 
EOC in time of disaster. Nets are frequentiy 
run from this location sometimes using 100% 
emergency power. The cooperation 
dedication to public service work shown bv 
the members of this group is exemplary and 
this coordinator is very grateful indeed to 
all of them. Thank you ‘'s should also be said 
to all the RACES of the Central. East ancl 
West Areas of the county for the sreat 
assistance the, have given when the jobs 
taken on here were too large for the 
numbers we could muster.
